Cases involving total fixed capital 
investment exceeding Rs. 1 crore could be considered 
on a selective basis.” 

"4. (h ) . “10% Central Oturight Grant or Subsidy” 
means one-tenth of the total fixed capital investment, 
or additional total capital investment as the case may 
be, as assessed by the Committee referred to in para- 
graph 6, or a sum of Rs. 5 lakhs, whichever is less. 
However, in respect of industrial units coming up on 
and after 1st March, 1973 the subsidy will be 15% 
of the total fixed capital investment or additional total 
fixed capital investment as the case may be, subject to 
a maximum of Rs, (5 lakhs.” 


“7. In respect of a new industrial unit set up with- 
out assistance from the linancal institutions or the 
State Government/Union Territory Administration 
concerned, the subsidy will be disbursed to the unit by 
the State Government/Union Territory Administration 
concerned normally at the time the unit goes into pro- 
duction and thereafter claimed by the State Govt./ 
Union Territory Administration concerned from the 
Ministry of Industrial Development. Similarly, in res,- 
pect of substantial expansion by an existing industrial 
unit without assistance from the financial institutions 
or the State Goveriiment/Union Territory Administra- 
tion concerned, the subsidy will be disbursed to the 
unit by the State Government /Union Territory Admi- 
nistration concerned at the time substantial expansion 
has been effected and the unit has gone into produc- 
tion and thereafter claimed by the State Government/ 
Union Territory Administration concerned from the 
Central Ministry of Industrial Development. How-
